Malaria Rates in Youth Pacific (quoted frou Lalaria News Ltr #5, 


November, 193). 


In Table I, below, the ine hy malaria rates for the various bases are 
presented so as to show progress by a comparison of rates of one year ago and 
one month aso, with those of the cu-:ent month. Jn every instance, except at 
idunda, rates have declined. Conditions at wate and Santo are particularly sat- 
isfactory in view of the fact that these pases are not on atabrine suppressim. 
Efate rates, following a definite September rise due to cessation of suppressive 
therapy, have again dropped, and « record low for primary rates on this base 
(22/1000/annun) is recorded for October. 4 decline in malaria is also noted in 
Russell and Segi reflectins good conte? conditions and a minimum of transmi- 
sion. Only the rates at Munda remain relatively high, The reason for this; a& 
this base, is largely due to clinical orsak-throusghs, wnder conditions of combat, 

in troops heavily seeded with malariae elsevhere. «Actually, the amount of mal- 
aria being contracted at iiunda is reviarkable low. For example, one unseeded 
group of 782 men, at ~unda for tivo and one-half months, has had a rate of only 
30/1000/annun. This rate has followed a vigorous mosquito control program which
